Hearings  Continue  in  Full  Swing 

Several  hearings  pertaining  to  FNS  are 
scheduled  over  the  next  few  weeks.  On 
June  14  and  15,  the  Senate  Agriculture's 
Nutrition  Subcommittee  will  hold 
hearings  on  child  nutrition  re author¬ 
izations.  Acting  Administrator  Scott 
Dunn  will  testify  on  behalf  of  the 
Administration  on  June  14.  Cn  June  15, 
Dunn  will  testify  before  the  House 
Select  Committee  on  Hunger  on  the  issue 
of  "Poverty  and  the  Single  Person." 

On  June  21,  the  House  Committee  on 
Education  and  Labor  is  expected  to 
begin  markup  of  the  child  nutrition 
legislation  (H.R.  24) . 

The  Senate  Committee  on  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources  has  scheduled 
hearings  for  July  11  and  13  on  the 
political  status  of  Puerto  Rico.  On 
July  19,  the  House  Select  Committee  on 
Hunger  will  be  exploring  "automation" 
as  it  pertains  to  poverty  programs. 
Finally,  on  July  21,  the  House 
Agriculture's  Subcommittee  on  Nutrition 
will  be  holding  a  field  hearing  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  cn  food  stamp  issues 
in  the  fiscal  year  1990  Farm  Bill. 

We  have  not  received 
firm  dates  for  markup 
of  the  child  nutrition 
legislation  in  the 
Senate  nor  schedules 
for  House  or  Senate 
markup  of  fiscal  year 
1990  appropriations 
bills.

SERO  Employee  Racewalks 
to  Victory 

SERO's  Dan  Strohl  strolled  to  victory  in 
the  recent  5 OK  National  Racewalk 
Championship  held  in  Atlanta.  With 
family  and  friends  cheering  him  on,  he 
finished  first  among  Georgia  walkers, 
sixth  in  the  masters  (age  40  and  up) , 
and  18th  overall. 


"Up  to  now,  I've  been  a  frustrated 
athlete,"  said  Strohl,  a  food  program 
specialist.  "I'm  very  competitive  by 
nature  and  finally  have  found  something 
I'm  pretty  good  at.  I  really  enjoyed 
coming  home  with  a  trophy  and  seeing 
myself  on  the  sports  news  that  night." 

A  judged  event,  whose  participants  irust 
adhere  to  a  very  strict  walking  style, 
the  50K  race  was  held  at  Atlanta's 
Piedmont  Park.  The  walkers  circled  it 
20  times  to  reach  the  finish  line. 
Strohl 's  time  was  5  hours  and  50 
minutes.  "I  was  happy  not  only  with  my 
time  but  that  I  was  even  able  to 
finish,"  Strohl  said.  "I  never  had 
raced  that  distance  before." 

Strohl  normally  trains  20  to  30  miles  a 
week,  10  percent  at  high  speed.  His 
fastest  time  for  1  mile  is  8  minutes 
flat.  Strohl  has  been  racewalking  for 
nearly  2  years.  He  started  because  a 
back  injury  stopped  him  from  running. 


Thus  far,  he  holds  the  masters  title  for 
Georgia  and  maintains  that  walking  is 
more  beneficial  than  running. 

"Racewalking  looks  ridiculous,  but  I  can 
walk  almost  as  fast  as  I  used  to  run," 
Strohl  said.  "It's  much  easier  on  the 
joints.  You  get  the  same  aerobic  effect 
and  burn  the  same  number  of  calories  per 
mile.  Since  I've  been  doing  it,  I've 
lost  15  pounds,  tty  blood  pressure  and 
cholesterol  levels  are  lower,  and  I  can 
eat  all  the  starchy  foods  I  want."
